To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Little  Lever  Urban  District  Council: 


I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  for  your  approval,  my  report  as 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of 
Little  Lever  during  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1951* 


Statistics  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area 

The  area  ox  the  township  is  808  acres.  The  estimated  population 
is  4*704,  compared  with  4,791  in  the  1951  census.  There  are  1,601 
inhabited  houses  in  the  district,  as  compared  with  1,588  in  1950* 

This  gives  a  rate  of  approximately  three  persons  per  house.  The 
rateable  value  of  the  district  is  £ 22,707,  and  the  sum  raised  by  a 
penny  rate  is  approximately  £83. 

Social  conditions  are  reasonably  good,  and  there  is  no  unemploy¬ 
ment  worth  mentioning*.  The  district  is  mainly  industrial  in  character, 
the  chief  industries  being  cotton  weaving,  paper  making,  ebonite  and 
plastics  manufacturing,  chemical  manufacturing,  and  dairy  farming. 


Births 


The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  1951  was  73,  as  against 
60  in  1950.  This  figure  is  made  up  of  36  males  and  37  females.  There 
was  one  illegitimate  birth,  this  being  a  male.  The  birth-rate  is 
15.7  par  1,000  of  population,  compared  with  12.8  in  1950,  and  a  mean 
rate  of  16. 4  for  the  previous  five  years.  The  birth-rate  for  England 
and  Wales  in  1951  was  15. 5« 


Still  Births 

There  was  one  still  birth  in  1951,  this  being  a  male.  This  gives 
a  rate  of  14  per  1,000  of  total  births,  compared  with  a  Nil  rate  for 

1950,  and  a  mean  rate  of  35  for  the  previous  five  years. 

Deaths 

The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  in  1951  was  75*  This  number 
comprises  41  males  and  34  females.  This  is  a  decrease  of  6  on  the 
figure  for  1950.  The  death-rate  for  1951  is  16.4  per  1,000  of  popula¬ 
tion,  as  against  16.9  for  1950,  and  a  mean  rate  of  15*4  for  the 
previous  five  years.  The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1951  was 
12.5.  The  average  age  at  death  was  63  years  for  males,  and  69  years 
for  females,  approximately. 

Infantile  Mortality 

The  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  the  age  of  one  year,  in 

1951,  was  2.  This  is  made  up  of  one  male  and  one  female,  and  is  a 
decrease  of  two  on  the  figure  for  1950.  This  is  equal  to  a  rate  of 
27  per  1,000  of  live  births,  as  against  67  for  1950,  and  a  mean  rate 
of  47  for  the  previous  five  years.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  in  1951  was  29.6. 
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Maternal  Mortality 
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Once  again  there  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  1951*  thus  giving 
a  Nil  rate  per  1,000  of  total  births,  the  same  as  in  1950,  and  a  mean 
rate  of  Nil  for  the  previous  five  years.  The  maternal  mortality  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  in  1951  was  0.11  per  1,000  of  total  births. 

Midwifery  Servi ces 

There  are  no  resident  midwives  in  the  district,  but  there  are 
three  midwives  on  the  list  of  midwives  engaged  by  the  County  Council. 
These  three  reside  in  Famworth,  and  are  available  for  the  Little 
Lever  area.  All  three  are  readily  accessible,  as  they  are  all  on  the 
telephone.  The  service  provided  by  the  midwives  has  been  very 
efficient  and  has  given  no  cause  for  complaints.  Many  maternity  cases 
were  admitted  to  the  Bolton  District  General  Hospital  and  to  other 
Maternity  Homes  outside  the  district,  but  many  women  were  confined 
in  their  own  homes.

There  were  10  deaths  from  Cancer  in  1951?  compared  with  13  deaths 
in  1950.  This  gives  a  death-rate  of  2.13  per  1,000  of  population,  as 
against  2.71  in  1950?  and  a  mean  rate  of  2.59  for  the  previous  five 
years. 


Ophthalmia  Neonatorum 

As  in  1950,  no  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  1951* 
District  Nursing 

There  is  one  District  Nurse  residing  in  the  district.  She  con- 
tinues  to  give  the  same  devoted  and  unstinted  service  to  the  community 
as  she  has  done  for  many  years  past. 


Hospital  and  Ambulance  Services 

The  district  is  very  efficiently  served  as  regards  hospital 
accommodation,  anfL  there  have  been  no  real  difficulties  in  getting 
patients  admitted  when  necessary.  There  is,  however,  considerable 
delay,  at  times,  in  obtaining  appointments  for  consultations  in  the 
Out-Patients  Departments,  although  there  has  been  some  improvement 
in  this  matter. 

The  ambulance  service  has  again  worked  very  well,  and  has  been 
fully  equal  to  all  calls  made  upon  it.

During  1951?  four  waste  water  closets  were  converted  to  fresh 
water  closets. 


Sanitary  Inspections 

During  1951?  the  number  of  premises  visited  for  the  purpose  of 
sanitary  inspections  was  98*  As  a  result  of  these  visits,  80  defects 
or  nuisances  were  discovered.  Of  these,  57  were  abated  through  the 
issuing  of  30  informal  notices.  No  statutory  notices  were  issued,  and 
no  legal  proceedings  were  required. 

Bakehouses,  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  have  been  periodically  inspected 
during  the  year,  and  have  been  found  to  be  in  a  reasonably  satisfactory 
condition. 

There  are  now  only  four  dairy  farms  in  the  district.  The  milk 
produced  from  these  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality. 

Factories  and  workshops  have  been  inspected  from  time  to  time, 
and  their  condition  has  been  found  to  be  quite  satisfactory. 

Food  shops  have  also  been  inspected  and  found  to  be  in  a  clean 
and  satisfactory  state.  Owners  and  employees  have  been  instructed 
on  the  importance  of  cleanliness  in  the  handling  of  foodstuffs. 


Water  Supply 

The  water  supply  is  from  the  Irwell  Valley  Water  Board's  mains, 
and  is  constant.  All  houses  are  directly  connected,  the  number  of 
houses  with  a  piped  supply  being  1,594*  Samples  of  the  water  supply 
were  taken  during  1951?  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  analysis. 
Thirty  samples,  taken  from  the  water  going  into  supply,  for  chemical 
analysis,  were  classed  as  satisfactory,  and  135  samples  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  analysis,  were  classed  as  satisfactory.  The  water  supply 
comes  from  reservoirs  into  which  upland  surface  water  runs.  All 
waters  are  chlorinated,  and  any  waters  with  a  plumbo-solvent  action 
are  lime  treated. 

Extensions  of  the  water  mains  have  been  carried  out  on  the  My t ham 
Road  Housing  Estate  during  the  year. 


Sewage  and  Refuse  Disposal 

The  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  sewage  were  quite  satis¬ 
factory  during  the  year.  The  sewage  is  treated  by  screening,  sedi¬ 
mentation  and  filtration.  No  extensions  to  the  sewage  works  wore 
carried  out  in  1951?  but  the  time  is  rapidly  approaching  when  the 
present  sewage  works  will  be  unable  to  cope  adequately  with  the  volume 
of  sewage  conveyed  there.  Samples  of  the  effluent  from  the  sewage 
works  were  tested  periodically  by  the  Inspectors  of  the  Lancashire 
Rivers  Board,  and  were  classed  as  satisfactory.  There  are  seven 
houses  in  the  district  without  sewerage  systems,  due  to  the  fact  that 
it  is  impracticable  to  lay  sewers  for  them. 
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■Sewage  and  Refuse  Disposal  ( cont . ) 

The  sewers  and.  manholes  have  been  inspected  periodically. 

Sewers  have  been  flushed  and  manholes  cleaned,  and  measures  have 
been  taken  to  keep  rats  under  control. 

House  refuse  is  collected  by  the  Council's  covered  motor  wagon. 
Collections  are  made  each  week  in  the  winter  months,  and  at  fort¬ 
nightly  intervals  during  the  summer  months.  Privy  closets,  of  which 
there  are  now  only  two,  are  emptied  each  fortnight.  Such  cesspools 
as  there  are,  are  kept  in  order  by  their  owners.  The  refuse  is 
disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping. 


Atmospheric  Pollution 

The  Council  are  members  of  the  Manchester  Regional  Smoke 
Abatement  Committee.  The  time-limit  for  the  emission  of  black 
smoke  is  two  minutes  per  half-hour.  There  are  fifteen  factory 
and  works  chimneys  in  the  district,  and  eighteen  observations  were 
made  on  these  during  the  year,  but  no  legal  proceedings  were 
necessary.  Personal  contact  is  made  with  managers  and  firemen, 
and  usually  a  spirit  of  co-operation  has  been  found  in  the  efforts 
to  keep  atmospheric  pollution  down  to  a  minimum. 


Housing 

Twenty-four  new  houses  were  erected  during  1951  by  the  Local 
Authority,  and  one  new  house  by  other  bodies  or  persons.

Housing  Conditions 

The  general  standard  of  housing  in  the  district  compares  quite 
favourably  with  that  of  neighbouring  townships.  The  prevailing 
type  of  house  is  the  four-roomed  cottage  containing  two  bedrooms. 
There  are  about  900  of  this  type  in  the  district,  but  of  these  there 
are  at  least  200  which  are  in  a  very  poor  condition,  and  which  are 
well  below  the  general  standard.  The  main  defects  in  these  houses 
are  dampness,  low  ceilings,  old  age,  absence  of  bathrooms,  poor 
water  pressure,  poor  sanitary  conveniences,  absence  of  hot-water 
systems,  and  bad  siting.  They  are  mostly  built  in  drab  rows,  facing 
other  equally  drab  rows,  with  no  provision  for  gardens,  and  with 
little  or  no  access  to  sunlight.  They  are  mostly  well  over  100  years 
old,  and  have  had  very  little  spent  on  maintenance  and  repairs. 

They  «annot  now  be  made  fit  for  habitation  at  a  reasonable  cost, 
and,  but  for  the  war  and  the  post-war  difficulties,  would  by  now 
have  been  demolished  under  clearance  schemes. 
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Housing  Conditions  (cont.) 

The  rate  of  building  of  new  houses  still  leaves  a  good  deal  to 
be  desired.  It  is  estimated  that  about  ^00  new  houses  of  all  types 
are  needed  in  the  district  to  replace  the  old  sub-standard  houses, 
and  to  provide  accommodation  for  those  desperately  in  need  of  houses. 
Twenty-four  new  houses  were  completed  by  the  Local  Authority  during 
1951 >  whilst  a  further  eight  were  nearing  completion  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  In  addition,  a  further  twenty  new  houses  were  contemplated 
for  completion  in  1952.  The  Mytham  Road  Estate  has  been  laid  out  for 
350  new  houses,  but  many  years  will  elapse  before  this  project  is 
completed,  and  meanwhile,  there  are  more  than  300  names  on  the 
waiting-list . 

The  great  need  of  the  district  is  still  the  provision  of  three- 
and  four-bedroomed  houses,  together  with  small  bungalows  or  flats  for 
the  aged  persons.  A  little  less  insistence  on  a  garden  for  every 
house  would  not  come  amiss,  particularly  with  regard  to  those  people 
who  are  not  garden-minded  but  who  yet  need  a  new  house. 

No  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  reported,  but  there  are  many 
houses  where  young  married  couples  are  living  with  their  in-laws. 

These  young  couples  can  have  no  real  chance  of  building  up  a  normal 
family  life  until  they  can  get  into  their  own  homes. 

Town  Planning 

The  Council  have  a  representative  on  the  Divisional  Planning 
Committee  set  up  under  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act,  1947* 

There  is  very  good  liaison  between  the  Council  and  the  Committee, 
and  the  Council  endeavours  at  all  times  to  work  in  the  closes  collabora¬ 
tion  with  the  Divisional  Committee  in  order  to  ensure  that  local 
planning  shall  keep  in  line  with  County  Planning. 


Disinfection 


Thirty  houses  were  disinfected  during  the  year,  after  notification 
of  infectious  diseases.  The  method  used  is  Fromaldehyde  Vapour  in  the 
sealed  room  of  the  house. 

In  addition,  two  houses  (non-Council  houses)  were  disinfested  by 
Yaldecide  Spray.  After  disinfestation,  regular  visits  and  inspections 
are  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  in  order  to  ensure,  as  far  as 
possible,  that  the  houses  are  kept  clean. 

Public  Health  Laboratory 

There  was  no  necessity  to  make  use  of  the  services  of  the 
Laboratory  during  the  year. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation 

The  records  and  statistics  of  children  immunised  are  now  in  the 
hands  of  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer,  so  that  no  figures  can  be 
given,  but  immunisations  and  re-immunisations  have  been  carried  out 
throughought  the  year,  and  once  again  it  is  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to 
report  that  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  1951* 


.  . 
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General  Observations 


The  general  health  of  the  district  during  1951  was  quite  satis¬ 
factory.  The  number  of  births  is  considerably  greater  than  the  number 
in  1950,  and  the  number  of  deaths  is  less  than  in  1950.  The  birth-rate 
is  slightly  higher  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  but  the 
death-rate  is  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales.  The  Maternal 
Mortality  Rate  is  again  very  favourable,  and  the  Infantile  Mortality 
Rate  is  less  than  in  1950.  The  average  age  at  death  in  1951  was 
slightly  higher  than  in  1950. 

There  was  a  mild  epidemic  of  Measles  and  Scarlet  Fever  during 
the  year,  but  all  the  cases  were  of  a  non-serious  nature  and  there 
were  no  complications. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer  was  10,  as  against  13  in  1950, 
but  the  death-rate  from  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  showed  an  increase 
on  the  figure  for  1950. 

Much  more  satisfactory  progress  in  the  building  of  new  houses 
in  1951  was  made,  compared  with  the  previous  year.  The  position  is, 
however,  far  from  satisfactory,  as  there  is  still  a  large  waiting- 
list,  and  the  annual  rate  of  building  is  not  sufficient  to  do  more 
than  nibble  at  the  problem.  Although  no  cases  of  overcrowding  were 
reported,  there  are  far  too  many  houses  containing  more  than  one 
family,  and  until  each  family  can  be  provided  with  its  own  home  we 
shall  continue  to  have  cases  of  domestic  unhappiness  cropping  up. 

There  are  too  many  old,  dilapidated  houses  in  the  district  needing 
replacement  by  modern  three-  and  four-bedr corned  houses. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  recreational  facilities  provided  by 
the  Council  have  been  well  patronised  and  much  appreciated,  but  they 
are  still  on  too  meagre  a  scale  and  there  is  not  nearly  enough 
provision  made  for  the  youth  of  the  district.  Tennis  courts,  football 
fields  and  concrete  cricket  pitches  would,  if  laid  down,  fill  a  gap 
in  the  life  of  the  more  youthful  members  of  the  community. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  provided  by  the  County 
Council  has  been  again  a  great  boon  to  the  district,  but  once  more 
one  has  to  deplore  the  fact  that  the  Clinic  is  still  housed  in  the 
same  utterly  unsuitable  rooms  as  when  the  Clinic  was  first  started. 

Finally,  it  must  be  recorded  that  in  spite  of  the  many  diffi¬ 
culties  encountered,  genuine  and  continuous  efforts  have  been  made 
by  the  Local  Authority  to  improve  the  district,  both  materially  and 
culturally,  and  to  keep  steadily  on  the  road  of  progress.
